,eun constitution, the Presfdent 
had sole discretion on the use 
of American troops and that no 
president could Ind his sye- 
cunsor, 


Mr Dulies told the  Minis.cre 
that Agnerican pulley was “to 
Tespond to the political climate 
of Europe.” 

If Europe was moving in the 
direction of unity the teadency
